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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on April 5, 2004. In the 
5 amendment claims 1, 3-6, 26, and 31-33 were canceled, claim 27 was amended, and 
claims 34-37 were newly added. Currently, claims 16-20, 22, 25, 27, 29, and 34-37 
remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

w 2. Claims 16-20, 22, 25, 27, 29, and 34-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims 
are directed at a portable data collection device wirelessly communicating with at least 
one data transmitting unit using a first wireless protocol; and a second wireless protocol 
to communicate with a host. As indicated in previous Office Action, a multi-layered 

15 wireless protocol between the portable unit to a base/interface and from the base/interface 
to a host is generally known in the art. However, the cited references, taken alone or in 
combination, fail to show or fairly teach that a data collection device wherein a start scan 
key can be reconfigured for a left-handed user and a right-handed user. It is also not 
taught or suggested that a data collection device shows remaining power of other data 

20 transmitting unit as set forth in the claims.
